The reported incidence of perinatal mor- 
tality associated with PRM ranges from 
2.5% to 11%.* Virtually al! of the series 
reported in the literature show increased 
perinatal mortality when premature in- 
fants are compared with those at term. In 
a study from UCLA of 1,884 cases of 
PRM,‘ all infants weighing less than 
1,000 gm, and 15.1% of those between 
1,000 gm and 2,500 gm, died. Only 0.8% 
of infants whose birth weights exceeded 
2,500 gm died. 

On page 38, column 2, line 37 should 
read as follows: 
management of the patient with prema- 
ture rupture of the fetal membranes, 

Finally, on page 39, column 1, para- 
graph 3, lines 6, 7, & 8 should read as 
follows:
